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Lack Of Day Care Facilities 


Andover’s child care crunch came to a 
head at Tuesday night’s school commit- 
tee meeting, as angry parents assailed 
the paucity of space in town schools for 
use by after-school day care programs. 

“If some parents can’t find a place for 
their kids by September, they’re going to 
have to give up their jobs to care for 
them,” said Peter McKallagat, 65 Love- 
joy Road. 

The dilemma for two-career couples, 
he said, is “what do we do with kids from 
3-6 p.m.?” McKallagat was one of a 
handful of parents who came to the 
school committee at a loss for a solution. 

Superintendent of Schools Kenneth Sei- 
fert had reported to the committee there 
was only one 900 square foot classroom, 
located on the second floor of the high 
school, available to house a day care pro- 
gram. “I’m not sure it’s a satisfactory 
space,” Seifert said, ‘‘but it is avail- 
able.”’ 

The superintendent continued “I 
wouldn’t rate it high as a site for day 
care, but it could be used.” 

Committee Chairman Susan Poore 
suggested further examination of space 
would be more appropriately investi- 
gated by the Department of Community 
Services. 

Comitteman Donald Robb expressed 
frustration with the subject. ‘We had 
this discussion six months ago,” he said, 
“I don’t see any point in reopening this 
issue now or at any time in the near 
future.” | 

Poore indicated day care in the schools 
‘is not a dead issue,’’ but reiterated it 
would be better examined by other town 
agencies. But she acknowledged the 
child care crisis is ‘‘a problem that will 
not go away.” 

The problem kept coming back when 
resident Fred McAlary, father of an in- 
coming first grader, brought up the prob- 
lem of where to put children during the 
period after school lets out and before

the parents get home from work. 

“T can’t believe there isn’t a large 
area, such as an elementary school cafe- 
teria, that can’t be available for these 
children,’ McAlary said. 

Poore tried to stick to the committee’s 
agenda, saying “we are not going to 
hammer out a space analysis tonight,”’ 
and referred McAlary to Dr. Seifert, 
who, she said, had “‘indicated that based 
on the information available, there was 
only one free room” for day care in the 
Andover schools. 

An impassioned McAlary asked the 
committee ‘‘where do (parents) go? It’s 
only six weeks until school starts.” He

urged the board to ‘‘set priorities for the 
best use of facilities.” 

At this point, Seifert addressed McA- 
lary, saying “when I came here 18 years 
ago, the schools locked their doors at 
3:30 every day. Now,” he continued, ‘we 
offer all kinds of space to other groups. 
No other school system does that. Now 
that we’re squeezed for space,” the su- 
perintendent remarked, “‘all of a sudden 
we’re not being cooperative, or doing all 
we can.” 

“Day care is a ticking time bomb in 
this community,” Seifert went on, “like 
the five o’clock traffic downtown on a 
Friday afternoon. The space just isn’t 
there.’”’ He added “‘educational purposes 
should be the primary function of the 
schools. In a town like this, we should 
have day-care centers. How come all of a 
sudden it’s the school’s responsibility?”’

Seifert urged concerned residents to 
come to him or to the committee with 
their suggestions. ‘‘We’ll consider all op- 
tions brought to us,” he commented, 
“‘but the Andover schools cannot cover 
the day-care needs of the town.” 

Charles Habib rose to make a sugges- 
tion ‘that we use this room (the school 
committee conference room) as a place 
for day care.” Habib said the adminis- 
tration building “is an ideal place’’ to 
house children during the day. 

The school committee urged Mr. Habib 
to make a proposal to Seifert through 
proper channels, which Poore explained 
means “making your suggestion to the 
superintendent, who will make his rec- 
ommendation to us based on findings 
done after studying the proposal.” 

After his speech to the committee, 
Habib lamented the “‘buck-passing” he 
said takes place in Andover. In his re- 
marks to the committee, he referred to 
“problems residents face going from 
board to board, and taxpayers get no an- 
swers.”’ 

Habib later said there is a serious need 
for day care in Andover, and “‘these are 
our buildings, dammit. We shouldn’t 
have to ask Seifert’s permission to use 
our own building.” 

Committeman Robb put an end to the 
discussion by calling on other town 
boards and residents alike to ‘‘look into 
other ways of providing child care.” 
Robb said ‘not all options are getting 
looked at. Why must the schools provide 
the space?”’ 

McKallagat said he believes the 
schools are “responsible for the educa- 
tion of our children. The question is when 
does that stop and start?” 

In other business, the school commit- 
tee made recommendations to the ad- 
ministration as to what they are looking 
for in a new high school principal to re-

Awarded 
Top Prize 


“Harm’s Way,” a high action, attention-get- 
ting video recently shown to students in local 
schools, was awarded a First Place Gold Cam- 
era Award by U.S. Industrial Film and Video 
Festival on June 5 in Chicago, IL. With more 
than 1,500 entries from 29 nations, this year’s 
competition was the largest in the festival's 20- 
year history. New England Neurological Asso- 
ciates, North Andover, and Northeast Rehabili- 
tation Hospital, Salem, N.H., have presented 
this film to more than 6,000 students in Massa- 
chusetts and New Hampshire. They are regional 
co-sponsors of the National Head and Spinal 
Cord Injury Prevention Program which features 
“Harm’s Way’”’ as part of its basic education to 
teenagers. This film features the insights of 
young people who have experienced a head or 
spinal cord inury and combines action, music 
and candid discussions. 

Dr. Howard Gardner of Andover, a neurosur- 
geon and medical director of New England Neu- 
rological Associates, stated, ‘There are over 
10,000 spinal cord injuries and an astounding 
400,000 head injuries occuring annually. By in- 
forming young people of their vulnerability to 
injury and the long-term consequences through 
a high quality film, young charismatic present- 
ers and local emergency squads, we are encour- 
aging these students to think for themselves.” 

The program is based on the efforts of “Feet 
First First Time”’ project encouraging everyone 
to check for the depth of the water or submerged 
objects before entering. Expansion of this pro- 
gram now includes precautions against drinking 
and driving and encouragement to buckle up. 

Gardner feels that “prevention is our only 
vaccine for injury” and states that the program 
has been increasingly accepted by junior and 
senior high schools.

An Extraordinary Life 
War Orphan Battles Odds, Settles In Andover

movie, you’d say it was bad. 

You’d say there were too 
many close calls, too many plot twists, 
that the main character was too good to 
be true. 

You’d say it was unrealistic. 

But for Yi, now a Welfare Department 
employee from Andover, the past 43 
years have been very real, all too real. 

He sits in a sparse office in the Bay 
State Building in Lawrence. The street 
below is noisy with cars and people, the 
usual lunchtime traffic. He is fresh from 
a trip to Seoul, South Korea, where he 
conducted a search for the parents from 
whom he was separated at age 3. 

He speaks softly and calmly about that 
time, when he crawled through the gate 
of his house in Korea and boarded a 
street car. He wound up in Seoul where a

man in his early 30s kidnapped him. 

The man took him home to his wife, 
cones Yi’s long, Western-style haircut, 
took away his suit jacket. “They had a 
ready-made male child,’ Yi said. ‘In 
Asia, boy children are highly valued. 
They can get away with murder.” 

Yi stayed with the family for about six 
months until he “‘got bored one day”’ and 
left. Life was like that for the very young 
Yi — he would get up one day, tired of his 
current existence, and move on to the 
next. This time, he met up with a beggar 
who asked Yi if he’d like to follow him to 
the mountains a few miles from Seoul. 

“The mountains, they had this bluish 
haze, and they had always mystified me, 
so I went,’’ Yi said simply. ‘“‘We stayed 
together two days, and on the third day, I 
woke up, my body all wet from the dew, 
and he was gone.” 


i walked back to the village where 
he was taken in by first one fami- 


ly, then another. 

“TI was so wild they couldn’t control 
me,”’ Yi said. 

Yi’s young life was turbulent inside 
and out. War was just around the corner. 

“T remember hearing a rumble and 
the cannon and seeing adobe houses just 
exploding like there was a pack of dyna- 
mite in there,’ Yi said. ‘For me, that 
was the beginning of the Korean War.”’ 

His foster-father took Yi to a cave in 
the mountains where a small group of 
people survived on rice powder and the 
water that dripped from the cave. 

“T got sick of that after two days and 
wandered out of the cave. There were 
dead bodies everywhere,” Yi said. “It 
was early morning — sunrise — and as I 
walked out I was stopped by this gun 
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poking into my chest. I looked up, and 
there was this black man — black as 
black could be — with white spots around 
his lips and eyebrows to protect the skin. 
And I was so scared. Up till then I had 
only seen Korean faces.” 

The man, an American GI, took Yi via 
military jeep to a suburb town called 
Suan, south of Seoul, to a massive refu- 
gee camp. On the way there, the soldier 
gave Yi saltine crackers. But Yi had nev- 
er had salt and was sure the crackers 
were poison. He pretended to eat them 
and throw them from the back of the 
jeep. 

In the refugee camp, Yi met up again 
with his foster father, who was so an- 
gered that the boy had left him in the 
cave, he beat Yi with a piece of wood. Yi,

were men, never soft or : 
some uneducated. 
“T also missed the continuity of a real 


relationship. I was like a pet dog — who- 
ever wanted me kept me for awhile. 
When he went away, if he was a good 
person, he’d find someone else to take 
me. If he wasn’t a good person, I’d get 
kicked out of the base and wait until 
someone else would take me.” 

Koreans — or indigenous personnel, as 
they were called by the Army — weren’t 
allowed on base, so Yi would have to hide 
in soldiers’ duffel bags during inspection. 
Life on the buse was insecure. Yi never 
knew when a general would stroll by, or 
whose bed would be empty while its own- 
er was in the village, sleeping with local 
women. 

But he was in good health then — and 
very confident. “I felt I’d sleep under the 
bed, over the bed, hang on the bed.” 

There was one soldier who wanted to 
adopt him and had all the prerequisites 
for doing so. But first, he wanted Yi to 
learn more about his heritage. At 13, Yi 
could no longer speak Korean. The sol- 
dier sent him to a missionary’s house 
where he was instructed by a Korean tu- 
tor and where he began the paper work 
necessary for moving to the U.S. 

“‘T had to see one of the lower echelons 
of bureaucrats, and he asked me what I 
knew about my father-to-be. I told him. 
Then he asked me about my mother-to- 
be, and I told him what I knew about her. 
She was Japanese. He (the American 
soldier) had been in World War II and 
had married a Japanese woman. 


“The guy flipped out. He said, ‘We’re 
not going to let you call some Japanese 
(woman) your mother.’ ” 


he government agent refused to 

sign the papers, and a few weeks 

later, the soldier who wanted to 
adopt Yi was called home. 


It was around that time that Yi woke 
up one morning, his entire body swollen. 
It was later diagnosed as rheumatoid ar- 
thritis and kept Yi in bed for almost a 
month. 

“It was at that time that I realized 
what being an orphan really meant. Bee- 
thoven’s Moonlight Sonata was on the ra- 
dio, and the moonlight shining through 
the window made me realize the full im- 
pact of my sorrowful existence. It was 
the first time that I remember crying 
over the loss of my parents.” 

Late 1961 found Yi in a government- 
run sanitarium, out of which, he said, 


few.came out alive. His joints were get- 


ting progressively stiffer, and he 
weighed only 90 pounds. 

A zealous missionary visited Yi and 
took him to his familv. 


“For two weeks, it was wonderful,” Yi 
said. “Then he took me to a little build- 
ing where he had five Korean men copy- 

ing a mimeographed letter by hand. The 
cantesh ‘i Wet Kates teed tet of Wan: 
gars, (prostitutes) and thieves.” 


The letters were sent back to donors in 
the U.S. in hopes of getting money for a 
lex the missionary wanted to build. j 


The missionary put Yi into a room that 
was Sitter ai, Sivas beat det ella 
approaching. For six months, he lived in 
the room, which, in another life, was a 
chicken coop. Rats would come at night 
and jump on Yi while he slept in his 
Army sleeping bag. 


t cost 5 cents a month to heat the 
building, but the missionary refused 
give it to Yi because no money had 

come specifically for his use. 

Through the years, Yi had saved up 50 
US. dollars. 

“Even when I was starving, I'd do 
without because I never knew when I’d 
be completely without anything what- 
soever.”’ 

He used his $50 to pay for room and 
board for a year. 

As time wore on, Yi grew more and 
more despondent because he had no fam- 
ily, no money, no education, poor health 
and nothing to offer. He took an overdose 
of barbituates and woke up three days 
later in the Seoul National Medical Cen- 
ter 


“T opened my eyes, and the first thing I 
thought was, ‘The only thing I tried to do 
— I could not accomplish. 

“The second thing I did was to smell 
hyacinths that a friend had brought. This 
is going to sound corny as hell, but I 
thought they were a wonderful statement 
on life, the way they bloomed and died 
and were resurrected, because they are 
a bulb flower. Maybe I was reading into 
it.” 

By this time, Yi’s disease had reached 
his hands, bending his knuckles back- 
ward, giving them the name “swan 
neck.’’ A self-taught reader, Yi found a 
March 1963 issue of Time magazine 
which had an article about Massachu- 
setts surgeon H.T. Sakellarides who per- 
formed an operation on people with the 
swan neck deformity and restored func- 
tion to their hands. 

Yi wrote to the doctor, who responded 
that if Yi could get to Massachusetts, Sa-

He had no money, and no way of get- 
ting to the States. William Washburn, as- 
sistant director of development at 
Massachusetts General Hospital, where 
the doctor worked, and an Andover resi- 
dent, persuaded South Church of And- 
over to sponsor Yi’s trip. The 
Congregational Church Pilgrim 
Fellowship, instead of using their money 
for field trips, donated it to Yi. 


he Washburns met Yi in Boston, 

brought him to their home on 

School Street, where he slept for 22 
hours to recover from jet lag. Almost im- 
mediately he entered the hosptial to have 
his hands operated on. 

Yi, with hands he could bend, fingers 
that obeyed his commands, was dis- 
charged from the hospital and stayed 
with various host families until August of 
1964. 

He would have stayed longer, to go to 
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- American schools, but there was no one, 


he said, who was willing to take the risk. 
Yi was staying with a Phillips Academy 
instructor who gave Yi a test to deter- 
mine whether he was qualified for sec- 
ondary school. 

The results were as uneven as Yi’s ed- 
ucation. 

“In certain fields they thought I’d be 
capable of college freshman level,” Yi 
said. “In others, lower. They didn’t think 

my chances of success were that - I

He told Yi the cold of the island would 
be detrimental to his health and advised 
that he transfer to another school, which 
he did. 

In July he met the dean of Rabum Gap 
Nacoochee, a private school in Georgia, 
and told him “‘You give me a chance; I 
know I can do it.” 

The dean agreed. A month later, Yi 
boarded. a bus for the South and began 
school as.a sophomore. His day was a 
rigid — and rigorous — one. 

“It began at 2 in the morning. I would 
study until breakfast and eat. I would go 
to classes at 9 and study through lunch 
time. School was over at 3:30, and then I 
worked buffing the floors, sorting laun- 
dry, to earn some spending money. That 
was until 5:30. 

“I would eat supper and then start 
studying until 10. Then I’d go to bed for 
four hours, get up at 2, and the whole 
routine would begin all over again.”’ 

Little sleep gave Yi constant noseb- 
leeds; little food made him skinny and 
constantly hungry; lots of study put him 
on the National Beta Club, an honor so- 
ciety, and in the top three percent of his 
class. 

He graduated in 1968 and started a col- 
lege degree at Wheaton College in Illi- 
nois on scholarship. 


W::: he got off the bus and stood 
up for the first time in 22 hours, 
he checked right into the school 
infirmary.

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Two Auxiliary Police Give 79 Combined Years

Laurence Hannan Jr. had been retired 
less than 24 hours when he was called 
back to work. 

Hannan, former lieutenant of And- 
over’s Auxiliary Police Department, was 
at a party commemorating his 37 years 
of service with the department July 1, at 
the same time an elderly Andover wom- 
an wandered out of her house and got 
lost. 

“The chief called me in to be recording 
clerk (for the search),” said Hannan, 68. 
“T didn’t even stay retired very long.” 


By now, Hannan and his fellow Auxil- 
iary retiree, Russell Seamans, 74, are 
used to these calls to duty. They’ve been 
volunteering their time to find missing 
people, direct traffic and keep records 
for the Andover Police for years. 

Hannan joined the Auxiliary when the 
Korean War started. He would have gone 
into the Fire Department since it’s some- 
thing of a tradition in his family (Han- 
nan’s grandfather, Michael Collins, was 
chief of Lawrence’s fire department 100 
years ago). 


“T had a little problem, though — I 
don’t like to get off the ground,”’ Hannan 
said, although he was in the Auxiliary 


Fire ent before he joined the 
Naval Engineer Corps during World War 
II. 


His neighbor Seamans became a pa- 
trolman of the police Auxiliary 42 years 
ago at a time, he said, when there was a 


lot of competition. 

“You can’t get the fellows anymore,” 
Seamans said. ‘‘At one time we had 25 or 
maybe more who wanted jobs. Nowa- 
days, there aren’t that many.” 

Auxiliary Police Chief Robert Merrill 
says there are currently 12 active Auxil- 
iary policemen in Andover. 


Hannan thinks the decrease in their 
numbers over the years is due to the 
time Auxiliary membership takes. 

“It takes commitment,” he said. ‘‘Peo- 
ple have young families and no time. It 
takes quite a bit of training to make sure 
they put people out there who are compe- 
tent. Right now, you’ve got to have 17 
days of training. That’s quite a bit of 
time. You can’t just go out there and get 


- in traffic.” 


Directing traffic is a big part of the 
Auxiliary policeman’s job. But it was 
easier when Hannan started out. 

“The world didn’t move quite as fast 
back then,’’ he said. ‘“‘When you direct 
traffic now, they just about run you 
over.” 


Two years ago, Hannan had just fin- 
ished directing traffic and was crossing 
the street when he was hit by a car. 

“T got a badly bruised foot, but I was 
all right,’’ he said. “When you step off 
the curb, you put yourself in personal 

er.” 


According to Merrill, the Auxiliary 
police force is set up under the Federal 


Emergency Management Act. Its mem- 
bers report to Merrill and to the chief of 
the regular police force. 

“We receive regular police training, 
and we’re a backup in emergency situa- 
tions, like floods, excess traffic situa- 
tions,’ said Merrill, who’s been 
Auxiliary chief since 1975. 

On Fridays, the Auxiliaries take a po- 
lice cruiser to look out for vandals. 

Sometimes the Auxiliaries are called 
in for an out-of-the-ordinary case. Sea- 
mans said he helped in the search for a 
gun used in the shooting of an Andover 
man about 20 years ago. Another time, 
he worked on a case involving the death 
of a man who had been picking blueber- 
ries near the North Reading line. 


“We worked two or three days on 
that,”” Seamans said. ‘““‘We had 20 men 
out there in less than 20 minutes.”’ 

One of the cases that sticks out most 
clearly in Hannan’s mind is the 1960 
search for a lost child. He was eventually 
found, in the Harold Parker State Forest 
— but not before police almost walked 
right by him. 


“He (a policeman) was walking by, 
feet from where the kid was, huddled 
down near the roots of a tree,’’ Hannan 
said. ‘‘And he said, ‘Wait a minute — 
something’s not right here.’ When chil- 
dren get lost, they’re so afraid. And it 
was in March, when the nights start to 
get really cold.

‘“‘When you help to rescue a kid or any- 
body, it really gives you a big lift,” 
Hannan said 


Seamans says there will always be a 
need for Auxiliary police. 

“Even now, they still call us.’’ 

He added that it’s a good way for 
young people to get their foot in the door. 
“It’s good if you want to get into police 
work to start out in Auxiliary.” 


Merrill said that every few years, an 
Auxiliary moves on to the regular force. 

Hannan and Seamans said they never 
became regular policemen because 
“when it finally got to be an appropriate 
time to join, we were too old,’’ accordi 
to Hannan. You can’t start as a regular if 
you’re over 35. 

“Of course, we didn’t know how much 
the pay was going to be now,’’ he joked. 

Seamans worked in the security divi- 
sion of Raytheon Co. until his retirement 
11 years ago. He used to own apartments 
in Lowell. Now, he says, he’s taking it 
easy, spending six months of the year in 
Florida. 


Hannan worked at Converse Rubber 
until the plant closed its doors in 1977. He 
repairs and finishes furniture in his 
spare time and is active in several 
organizations, including the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society, of which he is president. 

“You can’t just sit around and do 
nothing,’’ Hannan said.

town meeting, but they were cut from 
acceptance proceedings due to legal and 
construction deficiencies. 

Numerous letters describing the defi- 
ciencies and legal actions that would be 
taken against him, if work were not com- 
pleted, were sent to Kalogianis. At least 
three town officials met with Kalogianis 
on site to discuss deficiencies and set up 
time-tables for work to be completed. 

Problems included the installation of 
paving on private property due to faulty 
calculations by Kalogianis. This was 
eventually resolved with the removal of 
the misplaced pavement. 

When Kalogianis did not meet agreed 
upon schedules, the DPW submitted a re- 
port stating the streets should not be rec- 
ommended for approval by the board. 

On May 26, the board directed the 
planning staff to initiate proceedings to 


secure the bond and complete the work 
necessary, since it was apparent the de- 
veloper had no intention of doing it him- 
self. 

Kalogianis filed a request on June 29 to 
release the bond, stating work had been 
completed. Robert McQuade, director of 
public works, then submitted a letter 
verifying completion of work on July 2. 

With this report from McQuade, the 
planning staff recommended there be a 
bond reduction of 90 percent. The town 
holds ten percent of any performance 
bond until there is official acceptance of 
streets by town meeting. 

Residents of Doric, Acropolis and Nic- 
oll attended the hearing to contend the 
streets are not acceptable to them— 
mostly for drainage reasons. 

A planning staff memo to the board 
states drainage is an ‘‘on-lot’’ problem,

Andover resident Charles K. Longley 
placed 12th in the Class D category in the 
world-famous Marion-Bermuda Cruising 
Yacht Race. Longley’s crew of seven 
aboard the 46-foot Irwin 43 “Deja vu’’ 
completed the 640 mile course in 4 days, 
18 hours and six minutes elapsed time. 

“Tt’s a long trip,’’ Longley said after 
the race. The Deja Vu finished 115th 
overall in the seventh Marion-Bermuda 
Cruising Yacht Race, which attracted a 
record number of 165 boats from all over 
the nation. 

“T did pretty well for my class,” Long- 
ley commented, ‘“‘although I didn’t come 
close to winning.”’ 

Longley explained that ‘‘the larger 
boats, Class A and Class B, are able to go 
faster.” The Deja Vu is designed for 
cruising, rather than flat-out racing, he 
said. ‘I’m not competitive enough to 


race all tne time Like some of these 
guys,” the sailor remarked. ‘i only cam- 
paign in cruising events.”’ 

Longley said he especially enjoys the 
Marion-Bermuda race, and he is plan- 
ning to enter the semi-annua! event 
again in 1989. 

Race Management Committee Chair- 
man David Kingery said, ‘Increased 
awareness of sailing due to the Ameri- 
ca’s Cup and this year’s easier handicap 
system seem to have made the race a 
much more popular event.’’ He added, 
‘The number of entrants and the calibre 
of sailors have made this year’s Marion- 
Bermuda crossing one of the most excit- 
ing races ever.” 

The Honorable John W.D. Swan, Pre- 
miere and head of the governrnent in 
Bermuda, was on hand to officiate at the 
Start of the race. 

This year’s race attracted several for- 


eign entries, including six Bermudian 
boats. 1985 winner Max Mehlburger of 
Little Rock, Arkansas, returned to de- 
fend his title sailing his Swan 38 ‘‘Pi- 
rate.” He won the race in 4 days, 18 
hours, 5 minutes and 54 seconds.

not valid reason to withhold a street per- 
formance bond. Abuttors believe this 
particular drainage problem has every- 
thing to do with the street’s inadequate 
state 


According to abuttors, drainage runs 
down a slope in back of lots 60 through 
70, and proceeds like a stream into the 
street. In winter, this causes up to eight 
inches of ice to form on the street, posing 
a safety problem. 

Kalogianis explained he has put in sod 
to keep as much of the water as possible 
from running onto the street, but abut- 
tors contend the stream-like velocity of 
the spring has dislodged the sod on nu- 
merous occasions and constantly needs 
replacement. 

Residents of the Olympic Village II de- 
velopment also complained of power out- 
ages, probably due to the drainage 
running into the electrical substation. 
Houghton explained unless the select- 
men ask the electric company to submit 
a report on the reasons for such outages, 
and the report coincides with accusa- 
tions, abutters’ contentions are simply 
hearsay. 

Edward Sorgi, 12 Nicoll, asked why the 
board hadn’t taken the bond when it first 
expired 20 months ago.

the state Program for funding of the 
190-unit rental development, and asked the town 
to provide a letter of recommendation. 

After considering the developer’s strong repu- 
tation, level of cooperation with town boards and 
officials—and the fact that all units would count 
toward the state-required 10 percent affordabili- 
ty in town— Mahony wrote the letter. 

Mahony termed the SHARP program “the 
best low and moderate income housing funding 
system you can get,” and expressed concern 
that ‘‘any blown-up controversy could hurt our 
chances of getting (the funding for Brookside. )’’ 

AHPC members believe recommendations 
are their responsibility—not the Town Manage- 
r’s—and thus, protested upon learning he had 
taken such action without their knowledge or 
approval. 

Unfortunately, Mahony stated after the con- 
troversy went public, ‘“‘we’ve got a couple of 
people on the housing partnership committee 
who feel they were slighted.”” The Town Man- 
ager referred to the committee members’ com- 
plaints as ‘“‘much ado about nothing. These 
people are new to the board and they want to 
make their presence known.”

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Vale Residents Protest Development 


By Lewis C. Howe 


Ballardvale residents believe a proposed 
mixed-income housing development in their 
neighborhood will create more traffic and safety 
hazards, and that the project will put a drain on 
town services. 

“The traffic situation now is so bad, that cer- 
tain hours of the day you just don’t try to get out 
of your driveway” Charlotte Tyning of Andover 
St. told the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) 
Thursday during the first hearing on the Bal- 
lardview Commons comprehensive permit. The 
proposal calls for the construction of 139 new 
residential units on a 4.65-acre site off Andover 
St. at the Ballardvale railroad crossing. 

The new units, 56 of which will be sold as low 
or moderate income housing under the Home- 
ownership rtunity Program (HOP) pro- 
gram, will “have a detrimental effect on 
Ballardvale,’’ Tyning commented. 

Neal Glick, attorney for Ballard View Trust 
developers Steven and James Feinberg, said a 
residential development at the site would be ‘“‘a 
valuable amenity to the community” which 
would “‘address the need for low and moderate 
income housing in Andover.”’ 

Glick said while contingency plans for a ware- 
house-type construction do exist should the hous- 
ing plan fall through, ‘‘we believe the highest 
and best use for the property is residential.’ 
The property is currently zoned for industrial 
use. 

James Feinberg explained the developers 
“originally planned to make an industrial devel- 
opment,” but switched to housing when they dis- 
covered tenant companies would create more of 
a negative traffic impact. 

“‘We surveyed the companies we would have,” 
Feinberg said, ‘‘and found they would be selling 
products over the counter to customers,” result- 
ing in more daytime traffic. 

This theory was disputed by Sharon Heller of 
the Ballardvale Village Improvement Society 
(BVIS). ‘Condos will generate a lot of traffic,”’ 
she said, ‘‘and I’m not convinced industrial use 
wouldn’t be better. At least industrial traffic is 
only five days a week during business hours,” 
Heller continued, ‘‘residential traffic would be 
constant.”’ 

Charles Cronin, owner of Cronin’s Ice Cream 
across from the proposed site, said the present 
traffic situation in the neighborhood surround- 
ing the Ballard View land “‘is simply horren- 
dous’” and ‘a tremendous liability’ to 
Ballardvale.

Glick responded crossing the tracks ‘“‘is not a 
particularly inviting access to a fenced-in play- 
ground.”

member John Bryden asked if the board 
could take into account the fact that Em- 
erald Green, the developer, and Picwel 
Builders, the builder, misled the board.

It 
was later learned the two share a num- 
ber of principals, despite public 
statements to the contrary. 

Atty. Robert Zollner, counsel to the 
board, said they could consider this in 
their deliberations, but it could not be the 
only reason for a denial. Physical Plan- 
ner Stephen Colyer added the connec- 
tions between the two organizations 
brought the validity of the pro forma, a 
financial statement, into question. This 
could change the economics of the devel- 
opment and any conditions the board 
may impose on any approval. 

Bryden agreed with Colyer, adding 
‘The pro forma is a joke.” 

Bryden also found fault with the propo- 
sal in that it “‘has the most negative im- 
pact on the area”’ of the three petitions 
being considered. Whitney added this de- 
velopment’s approval in conjunction 
with the “Riverview Commons” appro- 
val would “‘create a peninsula of regular 
residences between this” property and 
the Corcoran site. 

Citing the Paul Bruk petition for a 
comprehensive permit on Elm St., Whit- 
ney commented drainage issues could 
not be settled with any less effort than 
would have been needed for that propo- 
sal, which the board denied. ‘I’m not 
sure we can resolve drainage problems,” 
he said.

Statute may say 
each has to be considered on its own 
merit, but according to Zollner, the 
board could e they have a unique 
situation with all three proposed in the 
same neighborhood. 

Jane Griswold, another board member 
returned to individual proposal analysis, 
citing lack of sidewalks, problems with 
parking design and a lack of gathering 
area for other children and adults as her 
chief complaints. The petitioner, she 
said, is ‘‘doing everything (in the design) 
that we hated about ‘‘Abbot’s Pond.”’The 
reference is to another comprehensive 
permit the board granted with numerous 
conditions. “‘Abbot’s Pond” was de- 
signed by Picwel Builders, who is now 
appealing the conditions as “uneconom- 
ic.” 

The board then voted unanimously to 
turn down the petition for all reasons ex- 
pressed. This decision, like the ‘‘River- 
view Commons”’ decision, will also not 
be final until legal paperwork can be 
completed. 

Once the board receives the supple- 
mental report from their hydrological 
consultant, expected next week, they will 
schedule a final deliberation meeting on 
the “Brookside Estates” petition. The re- 
port was requested after hydrological 
questions were raised at the second hear- 
ing of the proposal. The board has at 
least 40 days more before having to reg- 
ister a decision since Winn Development 
granted them a deadline extension. 


Consultant To Study 
Gifted/Talented Plan

The school department’s finalized $18 million-plus operating 
budget for the upcoming academic year includes $12,000 for an 
outside consultant to examine the best means of implementing a 
future system-wide Gifted and Talented program. 

While there remains no actual ‘Gifted and Talented Program”’ 
in Andover, school committee chairman Susan Poore said the 
move will “‘allow us to keep teachers in the classroom”’ while still 
working to develop advanced programs in the schools. 

“This will not be just a study,’’ Poore said at Tuesday’s school 
committee meeting. ‘‘The term ‘study’ suggests you don’t have 
any set goals in mind. We want someone to be able to sit down 
with a group of implementers and do something.” 

The decision to hire a someone on a temporary single-project 
basis came after the committee rejected Superintendent Kenneth 
Seifert’s recommendation to grant an internal sabbatical to a

On Being Prepared 


First, let’s issue a commendation to the over 
600 Andover residents who took the time to attend 
Monday night’s special town meeting. 

Weather-wise it was an oppresive evening, 
made even worse by sitting in Memorial Audito- 


“rium woefully lacking in air conditioning or any 


creature comforts in such warm and humid tem- 
peratures. 

But those who attended recognized the need to 
act promptly on a matter of vital importance, 
improvements to the town’s water system and 
the providing of additional funding for an addi- 
tion and upgrading of the town’s water treatment 
plant. 

Indeed, congratulations are in order for those 
making the sacrifice to insure Andover’s future 
and its ability to meet the needs of a growing 
community. 

But, while we are on the subject of town meet- 
ings, it seems advisable to warn the populous 
that while a few million was spent and authorized 
Monday night, additional millions are on the hori- 
zon and will probably be forthcoming as requests 
at annual town meetings in the not too distant 
future. 

For those unfamiliar with the Andover scene, 
school committees here have a way of tossing out 
warnings of impending costly decisions which 
must be made by Andover voters. 

Having been around for a few years, it seems 
obvious that the town is on the verge of being 
asked to put up a few million bucks for new 
school construction. 

At a school committee meeting not too long 
ago, the condition of the South school was com- 
mented upon. Lighting was poor, due to decision 
made during the fuel crisis of several years back. 
The building was over 25 years old and in not the 
best of shape due to age and lack of maintenance. 

These were just a couple of items mentioned 
about a building which has served the Ballard- 
vale area for a number of years, and when 
opened, was a model of modern educational 
opportunities for Andover’s young people. 


More recently, the school committee decided it 
was time to obtain the services of an outside con- 
sultant to examine potential enrollments, to see 
how we stand building wise to meet the town’s 
educational needs. 

' A master plan must also be developed to exam- 
ine in what direction Andover’s educational 
future must be guided. 

Now, first of all, a consultant is a person, or 
firm, who is retained to tell you from an outside 
source what you want to tell the public but don’t 
want to be blamed. The consultant can always 
take the rap for suggesting new school construc- 
tion, and if the electorate rejects the suggestion, 
school administrators are off the hook. 

Secondly, there are more master plans sitting 
around Andover municipal offices collecting dust 
than the water spilling over Niagara in a matter 
of minutes. They are all either outdated or inap- 
plicable almost the day they are presented and 
accepted. 

Jut as a suggestion, rather than spend the $25,- 
000 or so that has been provided for consultant 
fees, the school committee, or administration, 
should seriously examine the possibility of reno- 
vating and updating South school at considerable 
savings, rather than constructing a new building 
with its compulsory plaque memorializing those 
who thought of the idea and guided its structural 
being. 

Then, examine the problems in the west section 
of town and determine if there is need to build 
some new educational facility there, and not a 
large structure prompting further memorializa- 
tion. 

Having done that, return the $25,000 consultant 
fees to the town, or even give the money to a 
favorite charity, carry the case to town meeting 
and face the music. 

Andover voters are intelligent and understand- 
ing and will respond to thoughtful presentations 
made by local, concerned citizens and municipal 
administrators. 

Indeed, it was proven Monday night!

Sweltering Masses Agree To 
Improve Town Water Supply 


By Lewis C. Howe 


The- town has contracted the Bonafati con- 
struction company of Norwood to build a $16 
million addition to Andover’s water treatment 
plant, which will increase the facility’s pumping 
capacity to 24 million gallon per day (mgd). 

“It shows that a Town Meeting system works’”’ 
said Robert McQuade, public works director, af- 
ter Monday’s Special Town Meeting voted $2 
million to cover cost increases on the water 
Station expansion. McQuade estimates the 24 
mgd capacity will prevent any serious water 
shortages in Andover for the next 30 years. 

Town meeting had originally approved $12.6 
million for the project in 1985. Delays in receiv- 
ing bids and increased construction fees during 
the interim two years drove the price up, forcing 
— to call the meeting to allocate additio- 


Bonafati is a company ‘with a solid reputa- 
tion” McQuade said. ‘We checked them out,” 
he commented, “‘they’ve done a lot of work in 
this field.” ; 

Bonafati’s $13,250,000 construction estimate 
was one of just three bids received by the town 
for the project. The company’s figures were ap- 
proximately $1 million lower than competitive 
bids by Catamount Corp. and the Giosa Compa- 
ny. McQuade has targeted ‘‘the end of 1989”’ for 
completion of the water treatment facility 
expansion. 

Total cost estimates for the augmentation of 
the water plant come to $15,939,588. This figure 
includes the construction cost, plus engineering, 
pilot plant and equipment totals. Town meeting 
has earmarked $9 million for the expansion, 
with the balance being paid through a state 
grant. 

A crowd of 651 voters, and more than 40 non- 
voting observers, packed Memorial Hall for the 
special town meeting Monday night. 

Most of the voters ardently supported the 
water plant expansion article, and the measure 
passed by an overwhelming majority following 
a half-hour of filibustering by the vocal opposi- 
tion. 

Moderator James Doherty announced a quo- 
rum of 350 voters had been reached at 7:10 p.m., 
when ‘‘well in excess of 400 people”’ had regis- 
tered and were admitted into the sultry auditori- 
um. 
Recognizing the elements were making the 
voters a tad testy, Doherty quipped, ‘“‘You want 
to get through (the two-article warrant) and get 
out and go home,’’ drawing cheers from the 
sweltering masses. 

It was Doherty who became heated, though, 
when John Doyle, 40 Reservation Road, ap- 
proached the microphone at the front of the hall 
to raise ‘‘a point of order.” A 

Doyle asked the moderator to act on whether 
the open town meeting rules were being vio- 
lated, to which Doherty curtly stated ‘‘No.”’ 

“These people came out here to act on this 
article, not to listen to you and me,” Doherty 
told Doyle. 

“This is a point of order...’’ 
again. 

“You are out of order,’’ Doherty responded. 

“Mr. Moderator,”’ said Doyle. 

“Sit down, John,’’ answered Doherty. 

To attempt the execution of the warrant, Town 
Counsel Alfred Daniels made the statement that 
“our purpose tonight is to act on two articles. 
Anything else is out of order.”’ 

Doyle eventually sat down. 

After the finance committee and the planning 
board gave unanimous approval for the water 
treatment expansion article, resident Richard 
Bowen addressed the meeting with words of 
caution for town officials. 

“T intend to support this article,’’ Bowen be- 
gan, “‘but I’m afraid it’s a case of raising the 


Doyle began 
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the citizenry. The audience, however, was less 
enthralled when Olivier Goulet spoke out 
against the water plant expansion. 

Goulet argued present town needs did not re- 
quire a full $16 million construction project, but 
rather “it’s main purpose for expansion is to 
accommodate for more industry and to help 
pave this town from one end to the other.” 

McQuade answered these charges, saying the 
project was proposed ‘“‘according to existing 
zoning.’’ The new ozonation filtering system, as 
required by federal guidelines, had been | 
reviewed by “‘the finest’”’ consultants and chem- | 
ists. Their reports recommend the new treat- 
ment process for optimum water purity, 
McQuade said. 

Goulet claimed a workable solution to the wa- 
ter problem could result ‘‘by changing the water 
pumps at the existing station for a cost of $1 
million.”” This, McQuade said ‘“‘is absolutely 
wrong.” 

During this exchange, members of the audi- 
ence shouted ‘‘vote, vote’”’ and called upon Gou- 
let to step aside to allow a vote on the article. 
Doherty, however, allowed Goulet to conclude 
his arguments, and then called for a motion. 

The motion was made and seconded, and Do- 
herty asked that all those in favor of the article 
stand. The numbers easily surpassed the 
necessary 2/3 majority needed for a financing 
statute—with a final tally of 563 in favor and 30 
against. 

The Town Meeting then passed the second 
article, to give property tax breaks to certain 
elderly homeowners, unanimously. The article, 
left over from the June 8 Special Town Meeting, 
which was dissolved without a quorum being 
reached, is known as the Comprehensive Prop- 
erty Abatement Package. 

The legislation grants tax breaks to senior cit- 
izens over the age of 70 who have owned and 
resided in a home for a period of five years, and 
whose estate does not exceed $40,000. 

In Andover, the current tax abatement is $175, 
but the adoption of the act could raise it to $350. 

State Representative Susan Tucker (D-And- 
over) has said passage of the article would help 
up to 500 residents.

teacher for the purpose of designing a 
Gifted and Talented program. 

Donald Robb, school committee 
member, opposed using a teacher to 
work on the plan because “it means 
losing a teacher for a semester. If we 
want to do something in the Gifted and 
Talented area,” he said, ‘‘we should use 
the $12,000 in our budget to buy the 
services of people to come up with a 
study on it.” 

Using a staff person in this area would 
“create expectations for something that 
could not possibly be met,” Robb 
commented. ~ 

Committee member Margo Tilghman 
opposed using the money for a study 
since, she pointed out, studies 
had been done last year. Tilghman 
suggested holding off on any Gifted and 
Talented system development until ‘‘we 
can prepare something better.’ 

Committeeman Richard Neal agreed. 
“Using the money for another study 
bothers me,” he said. “‘We’ve studied 
this for quite a while, and we have bits 
and pieces of things that could become a 
program if we put it together right. 
Studying it doesn’t get us there.”’ 

Neal suggested hiring a full-time 
person to work with elementary school 
students on existing advanced programs. 
‘This would not be a ‘program’ per se,”’ 
he noted, ‘‘but at least there would be 
someone dedicated and involved.” 

Many special programs this past 
school year suffered from lack of 
leadership by staff members, which 
Andover Education Association union 
representative Jim Redmond told the 
committee is not the fault of educators. 

“There isn’t an educator who wouldn’t 
like to see this thing go forward,” 
Redmond remarked, “but we can’t have 
such a thing without the resources 

available to us. When the resources are 

there, the staff training is there, and the 
coordination is there, (the teachers) can 
pick it up again.” 

Redmond stressed ‘“‘there has never 
been any reluctance on the part of staff 
to do this— you don’t have ‘lazy’ people. 
I am concerned that elementary school 
faculty members are being wronged 
through some people’s perceptions.” 

Seifert said one problem this year was 
the ‘‘unevenness’’ of enrichment 

offered from one school to the 

next. ‘‘This is not a Gifted and Talented 
program,” he stated. ‘“To identify a few 
Specific programs and call it ‘the town’s 

Gifted and Talented program’ is 
inappropriate.” 
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Last year, the superintendent 
continued, there were “‘initiatives at a 
variety of schools, and we will likely 
have similar things this year. But if 
we’re going to do a full program, we’re 
going to have to do it right.’ 

“We should do it right,’’ Robb said, 
“‘we have a long history of not doing it 
ri t ”

project would make less affluent tenants more conspicuous. She 
inquired as to the wisdom of having all the smaller units set aside 
for low and moderate income buyers. ““There is a distinct difference 
in size’ she said. ‘The neighbors will all know who is living in a 
subsidized unit and who isn’t.” 

The proposal calls for 27 one bedroom units priced at either $78,500 
(low-income) or $110,000 (moderate-income), and nine small (948 
aor foot) two-bedroom units set aside for affordable housing. 

addition, 20 of the 75 larger (1120 square foot) two-bedroom 
units will be for lower-income residents. The remaining 28 units will 
be two-and three-bedroom townhouses ranging in price from $179,- 
800 to $272,800. Project architect James McAvoy of Buck, Smith and 
McAvoy said the most expensive condos will be placed on the upper 
floors of the 5% story building. 

Glick said the units “run the gamut in price and size,’’ while Ste-

When Glick argued there “‘is some ambiguity” as to whether such 
a right of way belonging to AVIS actually exists, Smith broke in, 
saying ‘“‘we have a deed that says we do.”’ 

Glick then said ‘‘we can design around it, if that’s the case.’’ But, 
he added, the right of way issue is ‘‘insignificant to the total 
project.” 

Whitney quickly pointed out ‘‘the loss of two to three dozen park- 
ing spaces is not insignificant.”” Griswold concurred, saying “‘park- 
ing is quite tight in the neighborhood.” 

Glick assured the board the developers would “‘stand fully ready 
to deal with the problem,” and that the necessary adjustments could 
be made “‘in a variety of ways”’ to preserve the parking area. 

The ZBA then viewed a map of the area, which showed a marked 
20 foot right of way across the western end of the proposed Ballard 
View property. ‘It appears from this the existence of the right of 
way is not so speculative” Whitney said. 

The project’s effect on town water and sewer supplies was dis- 
cussed by Robert McQuade, public works director. McQuade said he 
“thas a problem” with possible drainage difficulties resulting from 
plans to build a fire access road within 100 feet of designated flood 
plain. ‘‘I don’t understand how the water flow will not increase from 
this development,’’ McQuade said. 

Project engineer Steve Stapinski said the actual project site was 
“substantially above’’ the wetland elevation, and that the drainage 
system for Ballard View would allow for ‘‘no increase in peak rates 
of flooding,’’ adding the property did not flood during the rains of 
last April. 

Stapinski also contended “at peak conditions, the capacity of the 
sewer main will not be impaired by the buildin 

McQuade said he had no problem with plans ‘to construct a 12” 
water main from the site to connect to the town water system. ‘‘The 
water supply issue can be resolved,” he said. 

The developers faced inquiries as to a possible conflict of interest 
when ZBA member Carol McDonough read a statement from the 
health department in which Ballard View Trust promised to ‘‘clean 
up the continuing nuisance” caused by rubber emissions from the 
adjacent Eastern Products com pany, which is owned by Richard 
and Arthur Feinberg, brothers of the developers. 

Residents complained rubber particles eminating from the East- 
ern plant drift through the air and settle throughout the neighbor- 
hood, causing a public health hazard. 

McDonough asked Steven Feinberg if the health department’s 
memo was accurate, to which the developer responded ‘‘the part of

THE UTILITIES CHANGE OVER
